Reanimating  SOLAR  TINCTURE,  or  PABULUM  of  LIFE.

But  dill  more  fhocking  is  it  to  every  lentimentof  humanity  to  refledl,  that  fome 
hundreds,  perhaps  thoufands,  of  valuable  members  of  fociety,  are  annually 
torn  from  their  difconfolate  families  by  fome  accidental  hidden  caufe,  and  hur¬ 
ried  thoughtlefsly  to  the  grave,  in  whom  the  principles  of  life  were  capable  of 
being  revived !  This  lamentable  truth  has  been  eftablifhed  by  the  happy 
fuccefs  of  the  Humane  Society,  from  whofe  laudable  exertions  fe-veral  hundred 
perfons  have  been  reftored  to  life,  who,  to  all  vifible  appearance,  were  pajl  re~ 
covery.  Every  age  and  country  affords  fome  inflances  of  perfons  having  been 
recovered,  even  after  lying  long  for  dead  ;  and,  from  the  number  of  thofe  pre- 
ferved  by  mere  lucky  accidents,  it  is  evident  ftill  greater  numbers  might  be 
faved  by  timely  pains  and  (kill.  With  this  benevolent  view,  the  prefent  me¬ 
dicine  was  attempted  ;  (trengthened  by  the  confideration  that  alldiforders,  origi¬ 
nating  in  the  blood,  might  either  be  prevented  or  repelled,  could  a  medium  be 
difcovered  for  infilling  immediately  into  the  mafs  a  fluid  combination  of  fuch

Thofe  who  have  ftudied  the  admirable  condruCtion  of  the  human  machine 
know,  that  its  diffolution  cannot  naturally  happen  but  by  a  general  decay  of  the 
whole  fydem,  when  the  veffels  become  impervious  to  the  fluids,  the  circulation 
weakened  or  dedroved,  and  the  vital  organs  no  longer  able  to  perform  their 
office.

For  this  reafon,  whenever  any  accident  has  hap¬ 
pened,  by  which  fudden  death  appears  to  have  taken  place,  whether  by  blowt, 
fits,  fails,  fuffecation,  drangulation,  drowning,  apoplexy,  convulfion-fits,  thun¬ 
der  and  lightning,  affaffmation,  duelling,  or  the  like,  let  the  unfortunate  perfon 
be  carried  into  a  warm  houfe,  and  laid  by  the  fire,  or  put  into  a  warm  bed  ;  let 
two  or  three  table-fpoonfuls  of  the  Solar  Tincture  be  introduced  as  early  as

medicikes  begin  to  aft,  and  life  is  redored,  provided  the  organs  and  juices  are 
in  a  fit  difpofition  for  it;  which  they  undoubtedly  are  much  oftener  than  is 
imagined  Nor  is  this  dimulating  aClion  of  the  Tincture  upon  the  heart  at  all 
furprifing ;  for  every  medical  man  knows,  or  ought  to  know,  that  the  heart, 
even  after  it  is  taken  out  of  the  body,  if  it  be  pricked  w  ith  a  pin,  or  hath  warm 
water  thrown  upon  it,  will  beat  afrefh,  and  endeavour  to  exert  its  functions, 
though  for  fome  time  before  it  had  been  motionlefs.

When  the  patient  is  thus  far  recovered,  he  ought  to  be  treated  with  great 
care  and  tendernefs ;  and  fome  warm  milk,  wine  and  water  elder- fiovver-tea, 
or  anv  nourifhing  fpoon-meat,  fhould  be  givjen  to  him  as  foon  as  he  appears  ca¬ 
pable  of  taking  food.  In  fome  cafes  it  may  be  necellkry  to  open  the  temporal 
artery  and  the  external  jugular,  or  to  bleed  in  the  arm  ;  but  this  fhould  nev«r 
be  done,  if  it  can  fafely  be  difpenfed  with,  as  it  certainly  weakens  the  anisnal 
principle,  which  it  is  the  firft  ohjeCfc  of  this  medicine  to  firengthen.  Under 
different  circuntftances,  and  as  particular  occafions  may  require,  the  rules  re¬ 
commended  by  the  Humane  Society  will  be  found  of  considerable  advantage. 
Above  all,  let  me  entreat  an  anxious  per Jevn  once  in  this  fublimeft  of  all  virtues — 
the  attempt  to  recover  periling  lives.  Humanity  calls  for  it  in  the  mod  mov¬ 
ing  accents  ;  and  what  can  inipire  a  good  heart  with  more  fineere,  perfeCI, 
confeientious,  and  commendable,  fatisfaCIion,  than  a  retrofpeCf  of  fuch  endea¬ 
vours  as  have  been  generoufiy  exerted  and  fuccefsfully  contributed  to  recover, 
perhaps  to  refiore,  the  life  of  a  fellow -creature  from  that  moft  deprecated  cala¬ 
mity — hidden  death,  with  its  alarming  retinue  of  threatening  confequences  to 
thofe  w  ho  die  unprepared  ?  llnce,  by  thus  preferving  a  firmer  to  a  future  period, 
perhaps  a  foul  may  emerge  in  full  maturity  to  felicity  which  fhall  have 
no  end  ! 

To  demonstrate  the  re-animating  pow'er  of  the  medicine,  experiments  may  be 
made  upon  a  fowl,  lamb,  cat,  dog,  or  any  animal,  by  plunging  them  under 
water  untiUhey  are  apparently  dead,  or  piercing  them  through  the  head,  or  any 
part  of  the  body  except  the  heart ;  by  fuffocation,  or  an  eleflrical  fhock  :•  for 
iudden  death,  howf'oever  it  happens,  whether  by  drowning  or  otherwife,  is  much 
the  fame  as  to  its  effects  on  the  vital  organs  ;  confequently  they  are  all  to  be 
treated  in  a  fimilar  manner.

Mineral  and  tar 
waters,  for  their  warm  and  ftimulating  quality ;  milk  or  whey,  from  their 
fimilitude  to  the  chyle;  the  cold  bath,  for  bracing  the  folids  and  quickening 
the  circulation  ;  a'ntifcorbutic  vegetables,  &c.  for  purging  and  fweetening  the 
blood  ;  fuch  as  fcurvy-grafs,  water-creffes,  wormwood,  hemlock,  centaury, 
vervain,  water-trefoil,  juniper-berries,  the  Peruvian  bark,  faflafras,  guaiacum,' 
aloes,  affa-foetida,  camomile,®  diafcordium,  faffron,  fenna,  rhubarb,  manna, 
EEthiop’s  mineral,  hartfhorn,  native  cinnabar,  antimony,  &c.

In  the  fird  and  fecond  dages  of  this  diforder,  a  fmali  table-fpoonful  of  the, 
Tinbhire,  taken  in  a  wine-glafs  of  cold  fpring-w'ater  night  and  morning,  will 
prevent  the  further  progrefs  of  the  difeafe,  and  in  a  very  flhort  time  redore  the 
blood  to  its  healthful  date,  the  effebls  of  Which  will  be  fo  obvious  to  the  patient, 
that  he  will  be  at  no  difficulty  when  to  difcontinue  the  medicine. 

In  the  third  dage,  it  is  often  requidte  that  the  medicine  be  internally  and  ex¬ 
ternally  applied.  The  mouth  fhould  be  frequently  waflied  with  the  Tincture 
diluted  in  warm  water,  and  it  will  very  foon  expel  the  poifon  from  the  gums. 
If  the  vifcera  be  in  a  morbid  date,  which  may  be  known  by  the  excrements,  oi» 
foulnefs  of  expebtoration,  it  will  be  necedary  to  take  the  medicine,  night  and 
morning,  for  feveral  days,  in  the  quantity  of  a  table-fpoonful,  undiluted  ;  and, 
at  noon,  a  table-fpoonful  in  the  fame  quantity  of  warm  water.  The  fcabs,  whe¬ 
ther  drv  or  moid,  fhould  be  frequently  wafhed  with  the  Tinbture  undiluted^ 
which,  being  abforbed  by  the  minuter  veflels,  and  taken  into  the  habit,  wilt 
expel  the  humour  and  clear  away  the  fcurf.  If  tumours,  or  foul  ulcers,  occur, 
wafh  them  frequently  with  a  dilution  of  the  medicine  in  the  fame  quantity  of 
warm  water,  until  the  heat  and  virulence  be  abated  ;  then  apply  the  Tincture 
undiluted,  with  lint  or  dne  rags,  by  w  hich  means  the  infebtious  matter  will  be 
totally  eradicated,  the  blood  and  juices  purified,  ami  the  ulcers  healed. 
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In  the  fourth  ftage,  whatever  may  chance  to  be  the  fad  malady  to  which  the 
diforder  ultimately  turns,  a  (trict  attention  to  Regimen,  Exercife,  and,  frefh  Air, 
as  far  as  the  fifength  and  condition  of  the  patient  will  admit,  mult  be  particu¬ 
larly  attendee!  to.  And,  in  all  thefe  cafes,  the  belt  and  moft  Ample  methods  of 
treatment  are  laid  down  , in  my  Edition  of  Culpeper’s  Family  Phyfician,  to  which 
I  beg  leave  to  refer  every  patient  in  this  dreadful  ft  age  of  the  diforder ;  and,  in 
aid  of  the  advice  i here  given,  let  the  Solar/Tinddure  be  regularly  perfifled  in 
every  night  and  morning,  in  the  quantity  of  one  table-fpoonful- in  as  much  warm
